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THOUSANDS MARCH 
THROUGH THE HUB 


IMMENSE P A R A D E R KNIGHTS 
TEMPLAR. 


Boston Witnesses the Finest Turnout 
That the Order Has Ever Made— 
Streets Thronged With Spectators 
How the Divisions Were Formed In 
the Parade. 


Boston, Aug. 2S.—Seven hundred and 
fifty thousand people saw the parade 
of over 25,000 Knights Templar yes­ 
terday, and with one accord pro­ 
nounced it the grandest pageant ever 
witnessed in Boston. Trains from every 
direction brought thousands of uni­ 
formed Templars and their friends to 
swell the host. From every state com­ 
manderies began to arrive at an early 
hour, and thousands of spectators came 
with them. 
Everywhere within a 
radius of twenty miles of the state 
house the day is practically a holiday. 
Most of the factories in nearby cities 
are closed, and the operatives helped 
to swell the crowds who watched the 
procession. 
The lines of the parade were formed 
in thirteen divisions in a column of 
double sections. At 9 o’clock the com­ 
manderies of the first division began to 
gather and by 10:35 the long line was 
in motion, the signal for the start being 
greeted by the cheers and salutes of 
10,000 people. 
As the great body of knights moved 
down Commonwealth avenue the spec­ 
tacle was in inspiring one. The music 
of IOO bands and the applause of thou­ 
sands of people filled the air; gaily be­ 
decked horses pranced at the head of 
each division, while the contrast of the 
dignified black cloth of the uniforms, 
the waving of the rich plumes and the 
silver and gold emblems, which are 
conspicuous in the Templar uniform, 
combined to present a scene that was 
pleasing and impressive. 
The first division which was led by 
Right Eminent Sir Samuel C. Law­ 
rence, grand commander of the grand 
commandery 
of 
Massachusetts 
and 
Rhode Island, as chief marshal, with 
Right Eminent Sir Charles C. Fry as 
his chief of staff and fifty-four of the 
most prominent knights of the Boston 
commandery as aids, included the rep­ 
resentatives of the grand commander­ 
ies of the United States, as escort to the 
grand marshal with ninety-three aids 
from the most prominent commander­ 
ies of America; Boston commandery, 
Detroit commandery as special escort 
to the Most Eminent Grand Master 
Hugh McCurdy, the officers of the 
grand encampment in carriages; the 
members of the grand encampment in 
carriages and subordinate command­ 
eries. 
The second division was led by the 
Eminent Sir Eugene H. Richards, Dep­ 
uty Grand Commander of the Grand 
Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, as Chief of Division, with 
Sir Albert H. White as Chief of Staff, 
accompanied by thirteen aids and com­ 
manderies of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. 
Commanderies of the Grand 
Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island composed the third di­ 
vision. 
Twenty 
commanderies 
of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island com­ 
posed the fourth division. 
New York, Virginia and Vermont 
represented the fifth division. Emi­ 
nent Sir Arthur McArthur, Grand Cap­ 
tain General of the Grand Command­ 
ery of New York, was at the head as 
Chief. Eminent Sir John Hatch, Grand 
Generalissimo of the Grand Command­ 
ery of New Hampshire, led the knights 
of New Hampshire and Connecticut, 
who made up the sixth division. The 
Western states were represented in the 
seventh division, Ohio and Kentucky 
being in line with the Grand Command 
ery of Maine. Ohio sent seventeen com­ 
manderies, Kentucky 
three. ' Right 
Eminent Sir Edward B. Spencer, Grand 
Commander of the Knights of Pennsyl­ 
vania, was Chief of Division 8, and 
Chief of Staff Winslow Kuhen was as­ 
sisted by twelve aids. The Grand Com­ 
mandery of Pennsylvania had the right 
of line in this division. Pennsylvania, 
India, Washington and Texas were 
represented in this division. 
The commanderies of Michigan alone 
made up Division No. 9, of which Emi­ 
nent Sir Charles R. Hawley, grand 
sword bearer of the grand commandery 
of Michigan, was chief. 
Twenty-four 
companies from the state of Illinois, 
led by Eminent Sir Henry H. Mont­ 
gomery, composed the tenth division. 
V. Em. Sir Augustus M. Webster, chief 
of staff, was accompanied by eight aids 
and adjutants. The eleventh division 
was led by Eminent Sir Harrison Ding- 
man of Washington and his chief, Emi­ 
nent Sir Simon H. Merrill, who was as­ 
sisted by five aids. The right line was 
giveu to California No. I of San Fran­ 
cisco, followed by Oakland and Golden 
Gate. 
There were also commanderies 
from Tennessee, Georgia and New Jer­ 
sey. 
Right Eminent Sir Simon Mar­ 
shall led the twelfth division. St. Louis 
No. I of St. Louis had the right of line, 
followed 
by fourteen Missouri com­ 
manderies and others from Iowa, Min­ 
nesota and Alabama. 
The thirteenth 
division was led by Eminent Sir Henry 
G. Jordan of the Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island commanderies, the chief 
of staff was Eminent Henry S. Rowe 
and he was assisted by eleven aides. 
The right of line was given to Topeka 
No. 5 of Topeka, Kan. Besides other

Virginia,

At the conclusion of the parade the 
conclave was opened in Masonic Tem­ 
ple by speeches of welcome to the grand 
master and visiting knights, made by 
Gov. Greenhalge in behalf of the state, 
Mayor Curtis in behalf of the city and 
Grand Commander Samuel C. Law­ 
rence in behalf of the grand command­ 
ery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
Grand Master McCurdy responded in a 
most eloquent speech, eulogizing the 
order and its mission. 
In the report 
submitted in connection with the grand 
master’s address Grand Master McCur­ 
dy paid a feeling tribute to several 
prominent knights who had died since 
the last triennial conclave and be­ 
stowed a eulogy upon William Bryan 
Isaacs, who was grand recorder at the 
time of his death. The report also con­ 
tains some new rulings respecting ques­ 
tions of jurisprudence in the templars’ 
organization and recommends the adop­ 
tion of the report of the committee ap­ 
pointed to revise the constitution. 
The report of the grand recorder, 
William B. Isaacs, Jr., shows that since 
the last conclave thirty-seven com­ 
manderies have been formed and the 
increase in the membership has been 
3,979. During the same period there 
have been knighted 20,748; admitted, 
3,572; restored, 378; deceased, 4,228; di- 
mitted, 5,957; suspended, 4,509; expelled, 
103. 
After the transaction of a small 
amount of routine business the session 
adjourned until this morning, when the 
real business of the conclave begins.

THE ROCHESTER STRIKE. 


Danger of ^he Movement Spreading to 
Other Trades. 
Rochester, N. Y., Aug. 2S.—The mem­ 
bers of the United Garment Workers’ 
association, who have been on strike 
since last Sunday, yesterday issued an 
appeal to every employe in the tailor­ 
ing trade in Rochester, asking co-op­ 
eration with them in securing their de­ 
mands. The strikers do not ask for 
shorter hours or more pay, but demand 
a weekly payment of salaries, the abol­ 
ishment of the “black list,” which ex­ 
cludes a man from work in all shops in 
the city should he leave his employer 
without the consent of the latter, ; id 
that the bosses furnish bonds in t.ie 
sum of $50 for every machine in opera­ 
tion; said bonds to be forfeited upon the 
failure of the boss to live up to the 
agreement. They also demand the dis­ 
charge of all non-union men. 
The 
bosses say they will not sign the agree­ 
ment, and all of their shops are closed. 
About 1,000 hands have struck out of 
sympathy for the garment workers, and 
by to-night there will be nearly 10,000 
men and women affected by the strike.

Ghastly Discovery Made in a Suburb 
of Indianapolis—Body Had 
Been 
Burned in a Stove But Identification 
Is Complete—New Proof Against 
Holmes. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 23.—Indian­ 
apolis will claim the right to try H. H. 
Holmes for murder. 
This claim will 
be based on the horrible developments 
of yesterday, which include finding of 
charred remains of 9-year-old Howard 
Pitzel and evidence which, before any 
jury in the country, would convict H. 
H. Holmes of having murdered him and 
then partially burned his body in a 
stove. 
Detectives Geyer, of 
Philadelphia, 
Richards, of Indianapolis, and Inspect­ 
or Gary, of the Fidelity Insurance 
Company, have been at work for two 
weeks hunting for traces of the boy’* 
body. He was traced here with Holmes 
and disappeared. The city was scoured 
and work began in the suburbs hunting 
for a house rented by Holmes on Oct. 
IO, ll, or 12 of last year. 
Yesterday morning the 
detectives 
went to Irvington, a pretty suburb of 
the city, and the seat of Butler Col­ 
lege, and before they had been at work 
an hour their attention was called by 
a local real estate dealer to a small va­ 
cant cottage situated in the woods at 
the edge of town, and far removed 
from any other dwelling. 
The party went to eh house, and a 
few minutes’ later the officers found be­ 
neath the side porch the missing trunk, 
which was taken from the side door of 
the Circle house in this city October IO 
by H. H. 
Holmes, and which 
was 
thought to have contained the body of 
the boy. 


I 
Great excitement followed and hun- 
| dreds flocked to the scene as soon as 
the discovery leaked out, although the 
officers endeavored to keep the matter 
a secret. The house was guarded and 
the work of searching for additional 
evidence began. 
Developments fol­ 
lowed thick and fast, and the chain of 
evidence is damning. 
In a barn connected with the house 
was a large stove of cylindrical shape, 
of the same pattern as Holmes bought 
in Cincinnati. He had rented the house 
under the same alias. 
The stove had been moved from the 
house to the stable by the owner of 
the house after Holmes left. It was at 
once concluded that the body had been 
burned in the stove, and search began 
for the remains. 
Late in the evening Dr. J. F. Barn­ 
hill’s attention was called by a small 
boy named Walter Jenny to the stove 
hole where the stove had been. 
The 
hole was filled with refuse. This was 
pulled out, and the remains of the Pit­ 
zel boy were found. In this pit of re­ 
fuse hundreds of pieces of charred 
bones were found. The teeth showed 
that the body was that of a boy between 
8 and IO years of age, and all the other 
bones confirmed this. All were charred, 
and pieces of flesh clung to some of 
them. The skull bones and pelvis add­ 
ed to the same convincing truth. The 
body had evidently been burned in a 
cob fire and in the huge stove found 
in the barn. Howard Pitzel’s overcoat 
was found at a grocery store near by, 
where Holmes had left it, saying the 
boy would call for it. He never came. 
Owners 
of 
the 
house 
recognize 
Holmes from pictures, 
and several 
neighbors distinctly remember his face. 
All identify him as the man who, last 
October, rented the house, with 
the 
same story he told in Toronto and oth­ 
er places, came with the boy and the 
big stove, washstand and bed, stayed 
two days, and then disappeared. Sev­ 
eral people have identified him, and all 
doubt is removed. Other developments 
are expected to-day, and with this evi­ 
dence Indianapolis will demand Holmes 
for trial.

Rockford, III., Aug. 28.—There came 
near being a riot over the Royal Mantel 
factory strike on Seventh street last 
night. A man standing on the corner 
was recognized as one of those who 
had taken a striker’s place, and imme­ 
diately a cry of “scab” went up. The 
man started to w*alk aw'ay, but a crow’d 
of several hundred 
strikers quickly 
gathered and started on a chase after 
him. One of the crowd struck an offi­ 
cer, and then the bluecoats pulled their 
guns and threatened to shoot. 
Then 
the trouble ceased. Later in the even­ 
ing the crowd on Seventh street, which 
was an immense one, became trouble­ 
some, shouting “Scabs!” and attacking 
and insulting passers-by. 
A riot call 
was sent in to the police department, 
w’hich 
brought out a dozen officers. 
Nine of the strikers were arrested. An 
extra force pf officers has been placed 
on that beat and the crow'd has dis­ 
persed.

Threshing is nearly finished in this 
part of 
the state, according to the 
weekly crop bulletin.

aging to the growing corn and wilted 
up many fields. 
It also caused it to 
mature rapidly, and a good deal of 
fodder has been cut. 
The heavy 
rains, falling gradually, were taken 
up by the ground, which was wet to 
a depth of from three to Bix inches, 
owing to the nature of the eoil and lo­ 
cality. 
The late fodder corn, po tatoes, to ­ 
bacco, millet and pastures have been 
greatly benefitted and are in a much 
more promising condition.

THE BANK OF SCOTLAND. 


That 
A ncient Financial 
Institution In 
W hich Every Scotchm an B elieves. 
The Bank of Scotland, now 200 years 
old, naturally sought to encourage Scot­ 
tish industries, and this is shown in 
the manufacture of its paper for notes. 
The first large notes were made in 
1696, 20-shilling notes, as they were 
termed, being only issued on April 7, 
1704. 
In 1729 the bank’s paper was 
manufactured at Giffordhall, near Had­ 
dington. Attendants had to be present 
in the bank’s interest, and their ac­ 
count was paid by the bank. One item 
was “ale and bread furnished to the 
workmen, 10s;’’ and another was “drink 
money to servants, £4 17s 6d.” 
The 
items are suggestive, although it 
is 
possible they only 
represent 
drink 
money in name. 
In 1735 the bank got its 20-shilling 
banknotes made at Collingtoun 
Miln 
(Colinton Mill), and there is an “ac­ 
count for drink money” in connection 
with it. 
A barber came twice from 
Edinburgh to shave the officials, and 
received 3 shillings for his professional 
attendance. Green tea must have cost 
at that time 24 shillings a pound, for in 
the bill a quarter pound sells for 6 
shillings. 
At this Colinton 
Mill the 
bank appears to have kept all the em­ 
ployes in food during the time the pa­ 
per was being manufactured. A man 
was engaged twelve days at the paper 
mill in dressing meat, and he cut up 
in that time 200 pounds of it. 
Meat 
and mutton only cost 2*£d, a pound 
in those good old days. 
A hen 
is 
charged at 8d., a duck at 9d., 
one 
“sollan goose,” Is Sd.; a dozen of eggs, 
3d.; six chickens, only Is. 4d; and a 
wild fowl 10d.; cheese cost 4d. a pound, 
and bacon Sd. a pound. 
In 1769 the 
bank’s note paper was made at Red- 
haugh Miln (Redhall Mill). 


NEW THING IN EXPLOSIVES. 


T ests o f a Pow der R ecently Invented 
and U seful for B lasting. 
Several of the explosives used in 
blasting within the last few years have 
been combinations in which chlorate of 
potash forms a conspicuous element. 
With petroleum it makes “rack-a- 
rock,” with saltpeter and crude gam­ 
boge the “oriental powder,” once used 
in opening wells in Pennsylvania, and 
with potassium-ferro, ferri-cyanide and 
sugar an article know’n as “white pow­ 
der” and “German gunpowder.” This 
same salt has also been mixed with 
sulphur and various other 
materials 
for the same general purpose. A new 
compound of the chlorate, with sugar 
only, is now reported from South Af­ 
rica. 
It is called “thorite,” probably 
after the Scandinavian god of thunder, 
Thor. For several months this explo­ 
sive has been tested in coal mines at 
Nereeniging and elsewhere with ex­ 
cellent results. It is said to be almost 
as powerful as dynamite, weight for 
weight, cheaper to make and virtually 
free from unpleasant fumes. Sir Fred­ 
erick Abel, one of the inventors of cor 
dite and a leading authority on ex 
plosives in England, has sent an ex­ 
pert to Cape Town to establish a 
laboratory for 
further 
experiments 
Wherein the superiority of thorite over 
other potassium chlorate powders lies 
is not indicated in the brief press 
notices of it at hand. All of this whole 
group are very sensitive to the slightest 
friction, and therefore rather dangerous 
to handle and ship.

How to Mend Lace. 
Now that real lace is coming intr 
fashion it is quite an accomplishment 
to know how to repair the delicate web 
Lace mending requires both good eye­ 
sight and 
patience to accomplish ii 
properly. 
Lace thread, a loose twisted 
thread which comes especially for the 
purpose, is used; the groundwork mesa 
should be imitated as nearly as pos­ 
sible. 
To keep the lace in place it Is 
jest to baste it to a piece of enameled 
leather, such as is used in embroidery 
repairing carefully the damaged por 
Lion. 
If the mesh is badly torn take a 
scrap of line Brussels net the size of 
the tear, lay on it a scrap of the mend­ 
ing tissue, procurable at any of the 
Iry-goods shops, and pass a warm iron 
)ver it. 
If carefully done the mended 
spot will be scarcely perceptible.
